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New cat 
law is 
delayed

Rather than raise a howl, 
the Romulus City Council 
voted to “paws” for a study ses- 
sion prior to voting on a pro- 
posed cat ordinance that 
would require cat owners to 
keep their pets on leashes 
when out of doors. 

A written copy of the pro- 
posed ordinance was in the 
council packet and on the 
agenda Monday night, but 
Councilman Ellis Pennington 
asked that the discussion and 
vote on the proposal be 
delayed until after a study ses- 
sion could be held in the near 
future. 

Pennington’s tabling motion 
won the support: of fellow 
Councilmen Jimmie Raspbe- 
rry and Russell Lambert, as 
well as Mayor Pro Tern Mary 
Ann Banks. No date has been 
set yet for the study session. 

If the proposed cat control 
amendment is approved in its 
current form, catowners would 
have to: 

• have their felines vacci- 
nated and licensed. 

• keep their cats on leashes 
when out of door. 

• limit the number of cats in 
their “kennel” to five. 

• keep their cats from dam- 
aging any other resident’s 
property. 

The ordinance also would 
outlaw any cats, who are 
known to kill, worry or injure 
livestock, habitually chase 
vehicles, snap or attack pedes- 
trians on public streets or 
walkways, overturn garbage 
pails or damage gardens. 

The cost for cat licenses 
(similar to dogs) would be $5 
for one year, $9 for two years 
and $13 for three years. Neu- 
tered cats (and dogs) could be 
licensed for a much lower rate 
such as $1 for a year, $2.50 for 
two years or $4 for three years. 

Senior citizens could pur- 
chase cat licenses for half 
prices. 

If a loose cat is picked up by 
animal control agents it would 
cost $5 to get the feline back, 
plus $2 extra for every day it 
was in city control. After 72 
hours of confinement by the 
animal control agents, the pet 
could be sold or destroyed.

MEAP scores 
frustrate board

Romulus Community School 
Board members expressed 
great dissatisfaction with the 
district’s 1992 Michigan Educa- 
tional Assessment Program 
test scores Monday night and 
demanded greater effort on 
behalf of the administration 
and faculty in upgrading those 
Figures. 

Veteran board member Dan 
Bales, along with other board 
members, complained that 
elected officials do not feel 
that teachers and others are 
working hard enough to create 
change. 

“We’ve invested a lot of 
money (via computers) and 
don’t see the in- depth positive 
results we are hoping for,” 
Bales said. 

Superintendent Dr. William 
Bedell said he doesn’t blame 
board members for their frus- 
tration over poor MEAP scores 
down through the years. 

“It’s a damn embarrassment 
to the entire district,” Bedell 
said. “I’ve been here for 13 
years and I’ve been telling you 
the truth, but hearing the same 
story over and over makes it 
seem like an excuse.” 

Bedell asks school board 
members and the public “to 
look at all three levels of the 
various class scores and you 
will see that we are raising stu- 
dents from the ‘low’ to the 
‘moderate’ level.” 

But, Bedell added “that 
does not show up on regional 
newspaper charts, since they 
only list the top ‘satisfactory’ 
level on their comparative 
lists.” 

For instance the Romulus 
Figures show that low reading 
scores in the seventh and 10th 
grades dropped from 50.2 to 
45.8 and from 50.8 to 33.6 

At the same time 10th grade 
readers showed scores jump- 
ing in the moderate level from 
31.4 to 36.2. 

Similar trends were shown 
in low math scores as the 


fourth graders rate dropped 
from 66.9 to 52.3, seventh 
graders from 60.1 to 48.0 and 
10th graders from 84.8 to 65.9. 

The math scores in the mod- 
erate range also showed a 
jump with fourth graders ris- 
ing from 22.9 to 24.8, seventh 
graders going from 26.8 to 41.9 
and 10th graders from 11.3 to 
25.8. 

Going against the positive 
MEAP trends in the district 
this year were slight drops in 
fourth grade “satisfactory” 
scores from 19.1 to 16.6 and 
seventh grade math scores that 
fell from 13.1 to 10.1. 

MEAP scores will take on 
added importance soon, as all 
students will be required to 
pass the tests beginning in 
1997 to earn a state endorsed 
high school diploma. 

Presently students may 
graduate without state 
endorsed diplomas, but they 
(current eight graders) will not 
be able to do so beginning in 
1997. 

While the “overall MEAP 
score levels are still unaccept- 
ably low,” administration offi- 
cials said, they are pleased 
with the upward trend in most 
of the test levels. 

Similar MEAP score prob- 
lems were registered in other 
western Wayne County school 
districts. 

Some districts such as 
Romulus and Inkster refused 
to even release their MEAP 
statistics to the metropolitan 
dailies, citing claims that the 
limited figures given by the 
regional media do not totally 
represent the true picture of 
students’ knowledge. 

Top education administra- 
tors continue to say that MEAP 
tests were created to give var- 
ious school districts a guide 
for themselves and were not 
made for comparisons bet- 
ween districts. 

Meanwhile parents and 
others ask if “we can’t use 
MEAP scores as a comparison 
guide, what can we use?”

While the impact of Presi- 
dent Bill Clinton’s executive 
orders on abortion issues will 
be minimal in the Romulus 
area at this time, leaders on 
both sides are expressing both 
hope and concern about their 
causes. 

Pro-choice advocates are 
hoping that the U.S. Congress 
will pass a freedom of choice 
act, so that the “Roe versus 
Wade” decision will become a 
law rather than a Supreme 
Court ruling. 

Houses to 


Pro-life forces are con- 
cerned that Clinton’s actions 
could create an even higher 
rate of abortions in coming 
years. 

The Clinton executive 


orders included: 

• banning the so-called gag 
rule that forbade health 
workers at federally funded 
health clinics from discussing 
the abortion option with preg- 


nant women. 

• permitting the use of fetal 
tissue in federally financed 
medical research, even if that 
tissue came as a result of an 
abortion. 

• allowing U.S. military per- 
sonnel and their dependents 
overseas to undergo abortions 
in military hospitals, at their 
own expense. 

Linda Spray, director of the 
Northland Family Planning 
facility on Wayne Road in 
Romulus, said it was “ludi- 
crous to think that use of fetal 
tissue to help victims of 
Alzheimer’s disease, diabetes 


or epilepsy, would in any way 
increase the number of 
abortions.” 

The Family Planning site in 
Romulus was one of many that 
was victimized this summer by 
someone who doused a putrid 
chemical inside the building 
forcing various offices to close 
for one or more days. 

No one has been arrested 
for the damage to the building. 
Spray said several fumigations 
have been needed to rid the 
building of the over powering 
smell, but the aroma does slip

be razed due to airport expansion

The first five of the vacant 
Wayne County owned homes, 
purchased to make way for an 
expanded Metro Airport, have 
been slated for demolition. 

The addresses of the soon- 
to-be-razed homes are: 15360, 
15531, 15991 and 15685 Vining 
Road and 15255 Wayne Road, 
according to David J. Paul, di- 
rector of the city’s Department 
of Building. Safety and Engi- 
neering. 

In a memo to Mayor Beverly 
McAnally, Paul said the demo- 


lition permits have been is- 
sued to Homrich Inc., whose 
agents have submitted all the 
required utility clearances as 
well as the demolition agree- 
ment form and a $200 perfor- 
mance bond for each property. 

McAnally and City Council 
members pressed Wayne 
County officials to step up 
their home demolition efforts, 
after it was reported that a 
Taylor woman was raped in- 
side one last November and 
several Fires, believed to have 
been started by vandals, were 
set (including one while the 


council was in session on De- 
cember 14). 

The vacant house issue 
gained even greater notoriety 
when Metro Airport security 
forces used one or more of the 
vacant homes to conduct ex- 
plosive detection and detona- 
tion exercises, angering 
McAnally because one of the 
blasts occurred about a mile 
from Merriman Elementary 
School. 

An agreement on never con 
ducting such training sessions 
twith guns and explosives) 
within the city of Romulus ap 


parently has been reached by 
city and county representa- 
tives. 

The agreement was sup- 
posed to be have been Final- 
ized in Wayne County Circuit 
Court last Friday, but was post- 
poned for two weeks. 

Since the demolition train- 
ing sessions occurred earlier 
this month, a gas leak was re- 
portedly found shortly after 4 
p.m. Jan 12 at 15531 Vining 
Road (one of the homes to be 
demolished soonl 

Fire Chief William Green 
slait wrote a memo to 


McAnally stating the Firefigh- 
ters were called to that ad- 
dress because of a gas leak 
problem. 

“Wayne County workers 
were on site to board up the 
structure and moved the gas 
meter causing the line to 
break. Eight fire personnel re- 
sponded to the scene and 
plugged the piping until Mich 
Con arrived,” he continued. 

Greenslait said it also was 
noted that “this house was 
used recently by the Wayne 
County Sheriff for training 
purposes.

Slaying suspect arraigned

A 45-year-old former Ro- 
mulus man, Daniel Dowling, 
surprisingly appeared in the 
city Jan. 26 and surrendered to 
Wayne County Sheriffs De- 
partment officials at Metro 
Airport in response to a 
charge of murder. 

Dowling allegedly mur- 
dered his former live-in-girl 
friend, Joanne Lincoln, 23, on 
Aug. 28, 1978. 

Lincoln was fatally 
wounded by a gunshot to the 
head and died several days 


later at University Hospital in 
Ann Arbor. 

Dowling, currently of Front 
Royal, Va., walked into the 
sheriffs department about 1 
p.m. Tuesday with his lawyer, 
Richard Lustig, according to 
sheriff officials. 

Dowling is charged with 
open murder and weapons vio- 
lation by the Wayne County 
Sheriffs Department. A 9 a.m. 
Feb. 4 hearing has been sched- 
uled at the 34th District Court 
before Judge Felix F. Rogalle. 

He was arraigned 2 p.m. 
Jan. 26 before Rogalle and a 


$20,000 cash bond was set. 

Dowling, who was arraigned 
in Virginia last November, was 
to face an extradition hearing 
in Virginia on Feb. 10, accord- 
ing to Virginia authorities. 

On Monday, however, local 
sheriff’s officials received a 
surprise call that Dowling was 
in the western Wayne County 
area and would surrender at 1 
p.m. Tuesday. 

The shooting occurred in an 
apartment Dowling and Lin- 
coln shared in a complex at 
Middlebelt and Ecorse Roads. 
The building is no longer 
standing. 


Sexual disease funds shrinking

With AIDS education funds 
drying up, the Romulus High 
School’s Health Center direc- 
tor asked the Romulus School 
Board for an additional $6, 000 
in funds Monday night to com- 
plete this year’s Teens for 
AIDS Prevention group 
program. 

Kate Conway, director of the 
Romulus Adolescent Health 
Center, sought and was 
granted $5,000 from the School 
Board to open the program in 
September. She stated at the 
time she had three possible 
funding sources to pick up the 
cost of the program mid-school 
year. 

But, Conway wrote Superin- 
tendent Dr. William Bedell on 
Jan. 4, “unfortunately I’ve just 
learned that all three of the 
funding sources have fallen 


through and I have no addi- 
tional funds to continue the 
program.” 

The Health Center has 
begun training 20 high school 
students, who will be ready to 
go into classrooms and do 
other presentations by Jan. 25., 
Conway explained. 

Some of the peer educators 
last year are serving again this 
year, she explained. The TAP 
coordinator, Linda Bowman, 
has been working with the stu- 
dents since November. 

Conway said she prepared a 
“barebones” budget that 
includes stipends of $35 per 
month for participating stu- 
dents and for 10 hours per 
week of work by Bowman. 

“This does not include any- 
thing else, i.e. no mileage, 
materials, printing etc,” Con- 
way said. 

She explained that an addi- 
tional $6,000 would be needed 
to complete this year. “Obvi- 


ously, we will not begin this 
program next school year with- 
out definite full funding.” 

Conway also supplied a let- 
ter from Randall S. Pope, chief 
of the HIV- AIDS prevention 
and intervention section of the 
State Department of Public 
Health. 

Pope stated “I sincerely 
regret to inform you that the 
Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention did not 
approve continuation of these 
projects in 1993. 

“The promises for leader- 
ship and increased funding 
under the new Clinton admin- 
istration seems real,” he 
concluded. 

The School Board 
expressed strong support for 
the project, but tabled Con- 
way’s request while at the 
same time asking for a finan- 
cial breakdown on the cost 
needs for the continuation of 
the program. 


Water rate 
hike planned

A new set of water and 
sewer ordinance amendments 
that would include automatic 
annual rate hikes (unless ob- 
jected to by the Romulus City 
Council) will be up for a final 
vote at 7:30 p in. next Monday. 

The amendments were in- 
troduced Monday night in an 
attempt to have the city meet 
state Department of Natural 
Resources mandates, or else 
the city has been threatened 
with state grant cutoffs. 

Mayor Beverly McAnally 
has warned that the many in- 
frastructure enhancements 
hoped for in Romulus in com- 
ing years could be strongly 
aided financially by state and 
national grants. 

Without such outside finan- 
cial help, she said, some may 
have to be tabled and that 
could seriously impact the 
city’s economic growth plan. 

The B plan for the ordi- 
nance changes was suc- 
cessfully introduced by a 5-2 
council vote Monday, with 
Councilmen Ellis Pennington 
and Jimmie Raspberry op- 
posed. 

Pennington said that pas- 
sage of the B plan (with auto- 
matic rate hikes) would tie the 
hands of future councils. Rasp- 
berry objected because of the 


many new costs that taxpayers 
already will face this year, in- 
cluding a fire fighter millage 
hike request. 

He urged that city residents 
turn out at Monday night’s 
meeting and speak out on the 
water sewer hike issue. 

Councilman Noah “Pete” 
Bergeron charged that the rea- 
son Romulus is in a water- 
sewer cost crisis is because 
such rate hikes were not pas- 
sed in the past years and the 
costs had to come out of the 
general fund. 

“We’ve been subsidizing wa- 
ter and sewer users for years,” 
Bergeron said. “We need to 
pass on that cost to the con- 
sumer like the DNR asks. As 
far as future administrations 
trying to pad that cost, it will 
be easy for alert city council 
members to detect.” 

He also said the water and 
sewer hikes will be minimal, 
probably about $3 a month or 
so. 

Councilman William Wad- 
sworth complained “we have 
the cup, but they (Detroit Wa- 
ter and Sewer Commission) 
have the spigot. The rates will 
not go down. ..we have no 
choice. Do we want to wait un- 
til they turn off our water?” 

Mayor Pro Tern Mary Ann 
Banks stated “I don’t want my 
taxes to go up either, but we 
need to act.”

back into the offices from time 
to time. 

Rev. J.D. Landis, pastor of 
the Community United Meth- 
odist Church of Romulus, said 
he disagrees with the Clinton 
effort.

“The symbolism was no

Young man’s family overjoyed

Friends and family of Jeff 
Elkins found themselves shed- 
ding tears of joy Friday night, 
after the missing John Glenn 
High* School graduate called 
his father telling him he was 
alright. 

Elkins hadn’t been seen 
since Dec. 23, when he left his 
uncle’s home in Dansville, 
Mich, bound for his father’s 
home in Westland to celebrate 
Christmas. When Elkins didn’t 
arrive, family and friends 
launched a tri state search 
that occupied most of their 
time until Friday. 

“I was cooking up at Malar- 
key’s Pub and my mom and 
dad came in to tell me,” said 
Paul Husak, the organizer of 
the search. “They handed me a 
flyer that had found where it 
had said missing. There was a 
little smiley face on it and my 
mom had written he’s okay on 
it.” 

Husak found it difficult to 
describe the way he felt when 
he learned that Elkins was 
alive and well. 

“I couldn’t believe it,’* 
Husak said. “I was shocked.” 

Elkins, who called his 
father from Seattle. Wash . told 
friends and family members 
that he needed to get away and 
chose to leave without telling 
anyone because he was suffer 
ing from personal problems, 
according to Husak 

“He just needed to get 
away,’* Husak said. “There 
were things that bothered him 
that we didn't know about. 
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There were things 
that bothered him 
that we didn’t know 
about.

There weren’t any symptoms 
or any signs to let us know he 
was having problems. 

“One of the big problems 
that contributed to why he left 
was because he lost communi- 
cation from friends and fam- 
ily,” Husak said. 

Elkins moved from West- 
land to Dansville in November. 

After Elkins didn’t arrive in 
Westland, a group of high 
school friends immediately 
established a headquarters 
and began circulating flyers 
throughout Michigan, Indiana 
and Ohio, according to Husak. 

He also stated that he was 
unaware of the search efforts.

It wasn’t until last weekend 
when Husak actually talked to 


his friend that he believed he 
was alright. 

The first time I heard his 
voice, I felt my heart pull,” 
Husak said. “We talked about a 
lot of stuff and we laughed.” 

Elkins mother flew to Seat- 
tle Saturday to meet with her 
son. 

“His mom filled him in on 
everything that was going on 
here,” Husak said. “I don’t 
think he thought anyone was 
looking for him. He’s very 
thankful and I told him not to 
be embarrassed about any- 
thing and people are happy he 
is living.” 

Elkins was expected to 
begin his cross-country trip to 
Michigan Tuesday, according 
to Husak. 

“He said he was going to 
take the long way home and 
drive through California, ** 
Husak said. 

So far friends and family; 
members are planning two; 

They hope 
to first have a private party 
and then a public party to 
thank all of the people who 
contributed to the search.

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Cancellation of bus order haunts city officials

The controversial purchase 
of a Senior Resources Depart- 
ment touring bus is haunting 
Westland officials and resi- 
dents. 

A lawsuit which could cost 
the city up to $60,000 has been 
filed by the manufacturers of 
the proposed bus, the Hoe- 
kstra Trucking Co. 

More than a year ago, West- 
land City Council members ap- 
proved a $75,000 donation for 
the purchase of a touring bus 
for senior citizens who attend 
the Westland Friendship Cen 
ter. The additional $75,000 was 
collected by the senior citizens 
through fundraising activities 
and by donations from area 
residents and businesses. 

The cost of the bus could 


have topped $200,000, but all 
costs in excess of $150,000 were 
to be collected by senior citi- 
zens, according to city offi 
cials. 

City Council President 
Chuck Pickering was not sin- 
prised by the lawsuit. 

“They claim that they and 
their suppliers went through 
expenses due to them expect 
ing to build the bus,” Pickering 
said. “They expended dollars, 
time and effort, when we can 
celed the bus order.” 

The order was canceled due 
to a dispute that arose among 
council members concerned 
that the bus would not meet 
the specifications of the newly- 
implemented federal Ameri- 
cans with Disabilities Act. 

Council members met Tues- 
day evening in closed session 
to discuss the pending lawsuit. 


“To a certain degree we be- 
lieve what they say is true,” 
Pickering said. “What they are 
asking for is more than we 
want to pay.” 

Pickering believes city offi 
cials will be able to reach an 
out of court settlement with 
the manufacturer of the bus. 

He also intends to seek a 
recommendation from the city 
administration and Mayor Ro- 
bert Thomas. 

“You want a recommenda- 
tion from administration, but 
the council members will de- 
cide what we would agree to as 
far as a settlement goes,” Pick 
ering said. 

Westland City Attorney An- 
gelo Plakas has been in con 
tact with officials from the 
manufacturing company on 
several occasions, Pickering 
said. The council president

was not surprised and even ex 
pected a lawsuit regarding the 
canceled contract. 

“Our city attorney has been 
in contact with their represen 
tative even before it became a 
lawsuit,” Pickering said. “They 
were awarded the bid and had 
proceeded with construction 
and we were still looking at 
the possibility of buying a 
larger bus to make room for 
more seats that would have 
been lost because of the lift.” 

Thomas does not believe 
the lawsuit will be a long pro- 


cess. 

“They haven't settled on an 
exact number yet,” Thomas 
said. “I think the initial re- 
quest was for $50,000 to 
$60,000 

“1 can tell you that it will be 
settled for less than that,” the 
mayor added. “They are still 
beating the numbers back and 
forth and negotiating, but our 
attorney has a maximum nu- 
mber that he knows he can go 
to.” 

Thomas said Friday after- 
noon that he wouldn't be sur- 


prised if the two sides would 
agree on an amount by Mon- 
day. 

“I don’t think it is something 
that will be dragged out,” 
Thomas said. 

At one point, city officials 
even considered purchasing 
the bus to use for other com- 
munity groups in the city. 

“When it came down to it, 
there did not seem to be 
enough uses for the city to pur- 
chase the bus and subsidize it 
with a driver and insurance,” 
Pickering said.

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Cost-cutting plan gains approval in Westland

A new cost-cutting pay plan 
for city directors was approved 
by members of the Westland 
City Council Tuesday evening. 

Only two council members 
Ken Mehl and Tom Brown 
voted against the pay plan. 

Westland Mayor Robert 
Thomas asked members of the 
City Council to approve a sal 
ary package for directors that 
could save the city approx- 
imately 15 percent of insur- 
ance premiums each year. 

The plan also included an 
salary increase up to 4 percent 
if the mayor chooses and a pay 
freeze for 1994. 

Council members were con- 
cerned with a proposed two- 
day increase in vacation time 
and a stipulation allowing di- 
rectors to receive pay in lieu of 
unused vacation. 

Currently directors receive 
25 vacation days, according to 
Thomas. The mayor asked that 
those days be extended to 27. 

“It seems that every year we 
go through the same foolish- 
ness with this benefits pack- 
age,” Mehl said. “I don’t think 
we should increase the nu- 
mber of vacation days for any- 
body. Industry is in many cses 
decreasing instead of increas- 
ing.” 

Mehl was not in favor of the 
increase in vacation days, but 
he also admitted that the pack-

age would benefit the city. 

'‘This package, as it sits to 
day, is one of the best around,” 
Mehl said. 

Council member Terri 
Reighard Johnson was also 
concerned about the extended 
vacation days. 

“I don’t have a problem with 
the 4-percent increase, be- 
cause the mayor has the right 
to use his own discretion when 
handing out raises,” Reighard 
Johnson said. 

Reighard-Johnson struggled 
with the additional vacation 
days. 

“Industry wide the maxi- 
mum is going to revert to 20 
days a year,” Reighard- 
Johnson said. “Corporations 
can’t make it. I realize we’re 
not a corporation, but a lot of 
our citizens work for corpora- 
tions and they are paying for 
these days.” 

Council members agreed to 
allow employees to take 27 va 
cation days each year, but they 
won’t be able to bank any days 
and they will only be allowed 


to buy back five days each 
year. 

Overall, Thomas’ pay plan 
was met with approval from 
members of the city council. 

“We put together a pretty 
tough pay plan,” Thomas said. 
“We’re hoping we can get the 
rest of the unions in the city to 
follow us. 

“If we can’t get other units 
in the city to follow, we will be 
back trying to recoup some of 
those losses,” the mayor ad 
ded. 

Thomas has proposed that 
directors who aren’t at the top 
of the pay scale be allowed up 
to a 4-percent increase this 
year and no increase in 1994. 

“Those receiving the maxi- 
mum would have no raise at 
all,” he said. “We have about 
four people who are at the top 
of the scale.” 

There are 24 directors and 
the average director is cur- 
rently receiving 93 percent of 
the maximum allowance, ac- 
cording to Thomas. 

Most council members ex- 


pressed approval of the mayor 
and Ins employees taking the 
lead in controlling spending in 
the city. 

“You have to start at the top 
with negotiations,” said coun 
cil member Sharon Scott. “We 
have other contracts coming 
up. The directors have to take 
the lead if we expect other em- 
ployee groups to do the same.” 

Scott was impressed with 
the cost reduction in health in- 
surance that the mayor’s plan 
offered. 

Overall, Johnson and Scott 
agreed that the plan would 
benefit the city. 

“I think they are giving up 
more in the package as a 
whole,’’ Reighard Johnson 
said. 

The second portion of the 
plan focuses on the health 
care benefits offered. 

“We’ve proposed a 15- 
percent reduction in insur- 
ance premiums,” Thomas said. 
“That does relate to some 
pretty considerable dollars.”

Westland names official city newspaper

The Westland Eagle was once 
again named the official news- 
paper of the city by members 
of the Westland City Council. 

The official newspaper 
serves as the designated pub 
lication in which legal notices 
are placed. 

The Westland Eagle was the 
low bidder submitting a price 
of $5.67 per column inch The 
W estland Observer , the only 
other bidder, submitted a 
quote of $6.30 per column inch. 

Councilman Glenn Ander- 
son cast the only dissenting 
vote on the motion. 

Anderson claimed the cir- 
culation was one reason he 
could not support the motion. 
He also stated that he based 
his decision on circulation nu- 
mbers used last year. 

“We weren’t provided circu- 
lation numbers this year,” he 
said. 

This year the circulation nu- 
mbers made available by offi- 
cials from the Certified Audit 
of Circulations, a New Jersey 
auditing firm which audited 
both newspapers, indicated 
that The Westland Observer has 
a circulation of 12,459 in West- 
land and The Westland Eagle 
has a circulation of 12,442 in 
Westland, a difference of only 
17 papers. 

Wednesday afternoon An- 
derson explained his reasons 
for not voting in favor of the 
motion. 

“I’m not convinced that the 
circulation is high enough,” 
Anderson said. “The Observer 
doesn’t come far enough to the 
south end of the city and the 
Eagle doesn’t come far enough 

Sitter 

charged in 
assault

The fate of a 25-year-old 
Westland man accused of sexu 
ally assaulting an 8-year-old 
Westland girl last year could 
be known by next week. 

Robert Ray West is accused 
of assaulting the girl while he 
was babysitting Feb. 15, 1992, 
according to Sgt. Laura Moore, 
of the Westland Police Depart- 
ment Detective Bureau. 

West is currently on trial be- 
fore Recorder’s Court Judge J. 
Phillip Jourdon. 

“He is charged with seven 
counts of criminal sexual con- 
duct for numerous acts involv- 
ing penetration,” Moore said. 
“There were several acts in- 
volving penetration that oc- 
curred on the same date as far 
as we know there weren’t any 
other dates.” 

The girl didn’t tell anyone 
for days after the incident oc- 
curred, according to Moore. 

“He told her he would not be 
her friend anymore if she told 
anyone,” Moore said. “He also 
told her that she would get in 
trouble if she told anyone.” 

West was released after his 
arraignment last year on a 
$10,000 cash surety bond. If he 
is found guilty of any of the 
charges he could face a maxi- 
mum sentence of life in prison, 
according to Moore. 

“Any charge of first-degree 
criminal sexual conduct car- 
ries a maximum life sentence,” 
Moore said. 

West appeared in court Fri- 
day morning and was expected 
back in court tomorrow.

The 1990s has become a decade of the health conscious soci- 
ety. 

Individuals are making choices nowadays which benefit their 
entire body instead of just their taste buds. 

This move for a healthier lifestyle is most evident by a certain 
beverage which is gaining popularity and is colorless, calorie 
free, fat free and has almost no sodium. 

This wonder drink is water. Sparkling flavored waters, a com- 
bination of sparkling mineral water and natural fruit essences, 
took second place in dollar sales, though the segment tops the 
category in volume. 

Last year gallonage grew 3.9 percent, from 89 million gallons 
in 1990 to 92.5 million, according to Faygo officials. 

Why has water become so popular? Stan Sheridan, Faygo 
president, attributes the craze to the consumers who are con- 
cerned about health and fitness. 

“It’s the national awareness of health, and the all natural 
concepts of water,” Sheridan said. “People seem to have a real 
interest today in avoiding calories, and some people are avoid- 
ing both the natural sugar sweeteners as well as the artificial 
sweeteners. 

“Somehow the idea of drinking a pure water product, and in 
our case a carbonated product with a little touch of cherry* or 
grapefruit appeals to people. “ 

Sheridan said he is not sure there is a large percentage of 
people drinking water, but his personal observation is that peo- 
ple who do drink the water products, drink them all day. 

“They may drink the various water products whether they are 
exercising on a bike, with dinner or all throughout the day,” 
Sheridan said. 

The bottled water industry is divided into four distinct catego- 
ries: non-sparking water; domestic sparkling water, club soda / 
seltzer and imports. 

The bottled water industry grew nationally by 13 percent to 
$515 million last year, according to Packaged Facts, a New York 
market- research firm. 

Faygo, one of the Midwest’s leading bottlers of soft drinks, 
sparkling waters and mixers, decided to enter the bottled water 
industry eight years ago, according to Sheridan. 

“We decided to get into this area when we saw the Perrier 
type products,” Sheridan said. “We really got into this particular 
type of packaging and design about three years ago, and we 
decided that for this particular type of target audience, which 
we identified as somewhat upscale, we needed to have packag- 
ing that is somewhat different. 

“The one thing that is consistent on the packaging is the flying 
*F’ which stands for Faygo.” 

Sheridan said white was selected as the dominant packaging 
color. 

“The white base cup on this model was the first used in this 
country,” Sheridan said. “It would seem simple to get one, but it 
was pretty difficult to get it at that time. The other thing we did 
that is different is this particular label is small.” 

Sheridan said some people may view the smaller label as a 
cost-cutting measure for Faygo. 

“In reality, we decided on the smaller label in order to show 
more of the product,” Sheridan said. “Having a smaller label 
actually costs more because it’s a different size.

Even with retailers, we 
tell them this is the best water 
available, and we want you to 


put them next to Perrier so 
people can find them. But they 
look at Faygo sparkling water 
and say ‘you guys belong by the 
soft drinks.’ So, it’s been a little 
bit of a problem.” 

A number of individuals are 
not even aware Faygo pro- 
duces sparkling water, but 
Sheridan said a number of 
marketing techniques will 
open the eyes of the consumer 
in the near future. 

All of the sparkling water 
flavors ar£ tested at the Faygo 
headquarters in Detroit. 

“The cherry sparkling water 
flavor actually comes from 
cherries in the Traverse City 
region,” Sheridan said. “With 
all of the products, we insert a 
certain amount of the actual 
juice. When you open these 
products you get that big 
‘whoosh’ release of aroma of 
cherry or lime.” 

It’s more expensive to use 
all natural flavoring, but Sher- 
idan said the cost is worth it. 
Faygo even maintains a low 
cost to the consumer. The spar- 
kling waters are available in 
one liter plastic bottles which 
cost 69 cents to 89 cents. Com- 
petitive sparkling waters are 
priced 150 percent to 250 per- 
cent higher, according to 


Faygo officials. 

“We work at keeping prices 
low,” Sheridan said. “Part of 
the Faygo philosophy is to try 
to bring products that taste as 
good as the other products, 
looks better than they taste 
and represent the best value 
on the shelf. 

“It’s not that we have a se- 
cret for keeping prices low. 
There is a certain amount of 
mystic, however, with the other 
brands of water, for example, 
if something comes from 
France.” 

Sheridan said another rea- 
son Faygo prices are so low is 
due to less exposure on televi- 
sion. 

“Rather than spending a lot 
of money putting ourselves on 
television and charging 99 
cents a bottle for the water, we 
try to get it out there by word 
of mouth and great package 
design,” Sheridan said. 

Will there be more spar- 
kling water flavors in the near 
future? 

“I don’t think we’ll have a 
lot more flavors,” Sheridan 
said. “I think what we’ll focus 
on now is spending most of our 
time on these products and 
getting larger pieces of real es- 
tate in these grocery stores.

Youth saves child, grandma

Like a fullback cutting through the 
line, 18-year-old Johnny Rice Jr. cut 
through the smoke-filled rooms looking 
for his neighbors. He realized that the 
clock was ticking off valuable seconds. 

And the life of 4-year-old Tashonda Be- 
nnett, her 64-year-old grandmother, and 
his own counted on how quick he moved. 

The house on Florence Street was in 
flames, the rooms filled with deadly 
smoke. It was around 4 p.m. on Jan. 25 
when Rice and his friend, Dwaine Quinn, 
were heading to Rice’s home on Florence 
when they spotted people standing 
around the Bennett house, watching 
smoke pour out of the one-story struc- 
ture. They were waiting for the fire en- 
gines. 

Rice paused only to ask if there was 
anyone in there. 

“When they said ‘yes’. I ran to the front 
door and just went in.” 

What greeted the 5 feet, 9, 190-pound 
Robichaud High School fullback, was an 
ominous stream of dark smoke. 

“I spotted the baby, and she looked 
like she was on fire. I got to her and 
padded the fire out and rushed her back 
out the front door,” said Rice, who 
handed the child to some people, he said.

Without hesitation, Rice immediately 
went back into the inferno. He said Mrs. 
Bennett was lying in the living room. 
There was no sign of life. 

“She’s a small woman and I didn’t 
have any trouble carrying her out,” Rice 
said. 

Once outside Rice collapsed. He also 
was overcome by smoke. All three were 
rushed to Annapolis Hospital in Wayne. 
Rice was treated and released, while 
Tashonda was later transferred to the 
University of Michigan Burn Center in

2 women warn man 
asleep in burning house

On Monday morning, 
Sharon Howie left her Ham- 
ilton Street home a little ear- 
lier than usual - a move that 
may have helped to save a 
neighbor’s life.

“I beat on the door again 
and pounded on the picture 
window, but I couldn’t awaken 
the man inside,” Howie said. 
“The dog started barking and 
came to the window, but he 
still didn’t wake up.” 

Ridner said she knew the 
homeowner, who worked the 
midnight shift, had arrived 
home earlier and was proba- 
bly asleep. His wife was at

Undercover drug operation nabs cocaine sellers

A three-month under cover drug operation has 
resulted in the arrest of two employees of a West- 
land bar, according to police. 

Police officials from the special investigations 
division of the Westland Police Department have 
successfully halted drug dealing at the Token 
Lounge located near Joy and Middle Belt roads, 
said Sgt. Michael Gould. 

“We made several arrests, and as a matter of 
fact, we’ve been buying drugs there for quite some 
time,” Gould said. “We had received many com- 
plaints that alcohol was being sold to minors. We 


also were told that drugs were being sold by 
employees.” 

Police actually made the arrests Jan. 19 with 
the help of other law enforcement agencies. The 
raid included 20 officers and a dog named Trucker 
that was used to find cocaine on the premises, 
according to Gould. 

“We had officers from the Westland Police 
Department, Wayne, Inkster and Garden City,” 
Gould said. “We also had help from the Metro- 
politan Street Enforcement Team.” 

Two employees were arraigned last week in the 
18th District Court, he said. 

The manager of the bar, Ronald Baltrusz, 49, of 
Livonia, was arraigned on a possession of cocaine 


charge Friday and was later released on a $2,500 
bond, police said. 

A second employee, Larry Slusher, 35, of Wyan- 
dotte, was arraigned on two counts of delivery 
cocaine and one count of possession. A $10,000 
bond was set 

“At this point, a third employee could be 
charged pending the outcome of the investiga- 
tion,” Gould said. 

Police raided the bar during peak hours. “Even 
though the establishment was extremely crowded, 
due to the number of officers we had no problem 
executing the search warrant,” Gould added. 

Police seized approximately one-half ounce of 
cocaine.

Math lesson equals winnings for lottery players

You don’t need to be a math 
whiz to win the lottery, but a 
knowledge of numbers could 
increase your chances of be- 
coming a millionaire. 

William Atwood of Inkster 
has already done the mathe- 
matical calculations and has 
written a book based on his re- 
search. 

Armed with a calculator, an 
inquisitive mind and a "mis- 
sion” to improve the odds for 
lottery players, Atwood out- 
lines how to optimize the ratio 
of winning numbers to losing 
numbers in his book, The Lot- 
tery Solution. 

"I’m teaching people what 
they don’t understand in a for- 
eign language - math is a for- 
eign language to many 
people,” Atwood said. "Some 
people have told me that 
there’s too much math in the 
book and others have said 
there not enough. However, I 
try to make it as easy to under- 
stand as I can. Chapter Five, 
titled "Methods That Improve 
Odds” is the key.” 

Readers who stumble on a 
mathematics block before they 
reach the end of the 103-page 
book may follow a simple ver- 
sion of Atwood’s solution: 
Don’t play the easy pick lottery 
numbers and use a wide selec- 
tion of numbers when playing 
the lottery - 30 separate nu- 
mbers on a five-line ticket. 

"If you duplicate numbers, 
you are duplicating your 
chances of having losing nu- 
mbers in more than one line. If 
you want to use birth dates or 
other numbers that are impor- 
tant to you, that’s all right. Just 
be sure to fill in different nu- 
mbers for the other choices,” 
Atwood said. "Luck still plays 
a part in winning, but this 
method of selecting numbers 
could increase winners by 
three or four times the present 
number.” 

Although Atwood admits 
that there are occasional big- 


time winners from the easy 
picks, he believes they are an 
exception to the rule. 

"The myth is that because 
90 percent of all lottery win- 
ners, win with easy-picks that 
it the best way to play. How- 
ever, 90 percent of the tickets 
sold are easy picks. Therefore, 
if it was a good method, it 
would account for more than 
90 percent of the winners.” 

Atwood is not a lottery 
booster, but he would like to 
see those who play the game 
come away with more win- 
nings. 

“Pd like to see more win- 
ners and more people get their 
money back, and I’d like to de- 
crease the number of roll- 
overs (jackpots carried over 
because there were no win- 
ners,” Atwood said. 

“Critics say that if there 
weren’t lottery roll-overs, sales 
would decrease and the state 
would lose money. I don’t 


worry about that,” Atwood 
said. "Money that is not spent 
on lottery tickets will be spent 
elsewhere. The state is not ac- 
countable for the money. If it 
goes into the general fund, we 
don’t know what is happening 
to it, and if it goes for educa- 
tion, we’re not getting much 
value for our money.” 

Atwood, who has resided in 
Inkster since 1969, is guarded 
about his private life. He re- 
vealed that he attended Wayne 
State University and is a math- 
ematician and engineer in the 
automotive and aerospace in- 
dustries. He also once worked 
as an efficiency expert 

Those who check out the 
cover of his book will discover 
that his leisure time activities 
include such diverse en- 
deavors as opera, white-water 
rafting, photography, gourmet 
cooking, anthropology and 
roller-coasters. 

His goals in writing the book 


- the most difficult task he has 
had since completing college - 
are to create more lottery win- 
ners and millionaires, and, 
subsequently, build a “billion- 
dollar” wall with photocopies 
of winning ticked purchased 
by readers of his book. 

"I’d like to meet the people 
who use my methods and win. I 
think the only place big 
enough to do this would be a 
cruise ship. We could all go on 
a Caribbean cruise and talk 
about the lottery winnings,” 
Atwood proposed. “I’m also 
hopeful that people will buy 
scientific calculators to exam- 
ine the concepts introduced in 
my book, and in the process 
will expand their knowledge 
of mathematics in their lives.” 

Atwood hopes to increase 
the number of winners so 
much that the figures in his 
current book will be outdated 
and he will have to publish a 
revised edition of his book.

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Danger lurks at street comers 

Economic growth during the past two decades has 
brought additional housing, new shopping center and a 
spurt of industrial and commercial developments to west- 
ern Wayne County. 

Along with the new residences and businesses, have 
come more commuters, more shoppers, more vr itors, more 
deliveries and more construction equinment. 

Many of the intersections named to the danger list are 
those on which traffic has recorded a dramatic increase 
during the past few year. Some are dangerous due to merg- 
ing traffic from freeways and others because of the large 
flow of traffic into shopping areas. 

However, as local police remind us, human error con- 
tributes largely to the perils of crossing dangerous inter- 
sections - drivers are often too impatient, tQo inattentive, 
too lax about following traffic rules and too much in a hurry 
to heed speed limits. 






Haggerty-Ecorse named 
most dangerous crossing

Heavy truck traffic from 
businesses on Haggerty Road 
plus a nearby freeway en- 
trance contribute to the dan 
gers of the Haggerty-Ecorse 
intersection in Van Buren 
Township. 

“We have recorded a nu- 
mber of accidents at this inter- 
section, including a fatal one 
in December,” said Van Buren 
Township Public Safety Direc- 
tor Mark Perkins. “There is a 
lot of truck traffic in the area, 
and it is a highly travelled area 
during the rush hours.” 

At 7:30 a.m. Dec. 14, a 43- 
year-old Canton Township wo- 
man died in a traffic accident 
at the Haggerty-Ecorse inter- 
section on her way to work. 
Brenda Henry was alone^irr 
her vehicle ^vhen a s4>ee 


hauler apparently went 
through a red light and stuck 
Henry’s car on the driver’s 
side. 

According to Van Buren 
Township police, the victim 
was not wearing a seat belt 
and was ejected from the vehi- 
cle on impact. The semi trailer 
turned on its side and two rolls 
of steel, each weighing 38,000 
pounds, were released. 

Several other accidents and 
near mishaps at the intersec- 
tion have been attributed to 
several possible causes. The 
congestion at the exits and en- 
trances to Interstate-275, just 
east of the intersection, is one 
of the possible contributing 
factors to accidents. 

An area resident speculated 
that people unfamiliar with 
the area may overlook the traf- 
fic signal -at the intersection 



3 sites 
have most 
accidents

There are three dangerous 
intersections in Wayne, and it 
is not due to any engineering 
problem, according to Wayne 
police Lt. Dan Randall. 

“The area at east Michigan 
Avenue and Wayne Road had 
19 accidents last year,” Ran- 
dall said. “At west Michigan 
and Wayne Road there were 15 
accidents in 1992.” 

The third most dangerous 
area is Venoy and Michigan 
Avenue which had 30 acci- 
dents last year, according to 
Randall. 

“The type of accidents that 
occurred in those areas were 
not due to engineering prob- 
lems, but they were due to the 
impatience of drivers,” Ran- 
dall said. “Most of the acci- 
dents occurred as drivers were 
making a left turn too quickly 
or they were too impatient and 
hit the car in front of them 
while waiting to turn.” 



Driver 
errors 
blamed for 
accidents

The heavily traveled inter- 
section of Ecorse and Mid- 
dlebelt Roads has been 
labeled the most dangerous in 
the city by Romulus Police. 

Ironically, the intersection 
is not made notorious because 
of environmental or man-made 
visual barriers, police said, 
but because of driver errors. 

The immediate area adjoin- 
ing the intersection contains 
trucking firms, fast food res- 
taurants, gas stations, busi- 
nesses - all within a short 
distance is the Metro Airport, 
according to Traffic Officer 
Richard Schwaitz. 

During the afternoon rush 
hours (4 to 6 p.m.) traffic be- 
comes so backed up, Schwartz 
said, that anxious drivers be- 
gin to play vehicular roulette 
by taking unnecessary chances 
while making left hand turns 
at the intersection. 

Failure to yield is the most 
repeated traffic offense there, 
Schwartz said, and it is aggra- 
vated by the fact that many mo- 
torists passing by there are 
out-of-towners heading to or 
from the airport. 

Several intersection con- 
struction projects are slated in 
Romulus this spring and sum- 
mer and could further aggra- 
vate the Romulus traffic 
problems during those con- 
struction periods. 

Schwartz said except for 
1992, Romulus roads have 
been listed as some of the most 
dangerous in the region. 

“In 1990 a total of 18 traffic 
deaths were reported within 
the city. In 1991 the number 
fell to 10 and then to an unbe- 
lievable low of three in 1992. 
This year has started out with 
a bang however as three traffic 
deaths have been reported in 
the first three weeks,” Schwa- 
rtz said. 

Schwartz advises “exercise 
more patience when driving in 
congested areas, ignore the 
horn blowers, obey the rules of 
the road and keep your car in 
good running order.”

Busy road poses problems

It doesn’t take most West- 
land residents very long to 
identify the busiest and most 
dangerous intersection in the 
city. 

Anyone who has traveled to 
Westland Center or any of the 
surrounding retail facilities 
can easily pick the intersec- 
tion that fits that description. 

Although most roads in and 
around the shopping area are 
busy, the Warren and Wayne 
roads intersection is by far the 
busiest which makes it one of 
the most dangerous, according 
to Sgt. Pete Brokas. of the 
Westland Police Department 
Traffic Bureau. 

“With our busiest intersec 
tions you can form a circle,” 
Brokas said “Those intersec- 


tions include Wayne and War- 
ren roads, Ford and Wayne 
roads, Ford and Newburgh 
roads and Newburgh and War 
ren roads. 

“A lot of this has to do with 
the shopping center,” Brokas 
added. “Out of those four inter 
sections, the Wayne and War- 
ren roads intersection has 
more accidents than the 
others.” 

Although it is the busiest 
and the most accident prone, 
most of the fatalities in the city 
occur on a road and not neces- 
sarily an intersection, accord 
ing to Brokas. 

“We had three fatalities last 
year and all three happened 
on Newburgh Road.” Brokas 
said. “We had one on New- 
burgh south of Palmer the sec 
ond (‘ii Newburgh north of tin- 


railroad tracks and the third 
on Newburgh and Cherry 
Hill.” 

The reason Newburgh Road 
is so dangerous is because it is 
a two-lane highway, Brokas 
said. “You are always going to 
have a lot of fatals on two lane 
roadways,” Brokas added. 
“People are in a hurry and if 
they try to pass on the right 
they run the risk of being run 
off the road. And if they pass 
on the left they can run right 
into oncoming traffic. 

“Five-lane roadways don’t 
have as many fatals because 
the driver has more room to 
adjust,” he added. 

“You can't prevent all fatals 
and you have limited impact 
mi those that you can.” Brokas 
said.

Day care is 'home alone' remedy

The majority of children, 
contrary to the movies, have no 
desire to be left “home alone.” 

“I think many adults see a 
sophistication in children that 
isn’t really there,” said Pat 
Maclsaae, coordinator of the 
Plymouth-Canton Schools Ex- 
tended Day Care program. “In 
surveys we’ve done, some kids 
say that they like day care be- 
cause it’s fun or they want to 
learn something, but most are 
afraid of being home alone. It’s 
their number- one fear.” 

A recent American Red 
Cross report indicated that 
more than one-third of all ele- 
mentary age children take 
care of themselves after 
school. Plymouth-Canton 
School Board officials recog- 
nized increased needs three 
years ago and voted to imple- 
ment a school-age child care 
program at each of the 12 ele- 
mentary schools in the district. 
Some 400 youngsters partici- 
pated the first year and, ac- 
cording to Maclsaae, 600 
children have signed up full-or 
part-time this year. 


“Providing manageable, ef- 
ficient day care is a service 
more and more parents need,” 
the 20-year teaching veteran 
said. “Plus the children need 
less transition in their lives. 
We allow the kids freedom to 
run and play and talk, yet still 
work under school rules.” 

Melsaac said children also 
play board games, handle ma- 
nipulatives and work in arts 
and crafts groups. The pro- 
gram features 7 a.m. drop-off 
times. Children are expected 
to be picked up by 6 each night 
and schools have two adult su- 
pervisors for every 25 young- 
sters. Cost is $4 for morning 
session and $5 for afternoons. 

Maryann Haggerty of the 
American Red Cross said the 
“Home Alone Syndrome” has 
surfaced primarily in the last 
10 years. 

“Most kids handle the re- 
sponsibility of leaving school 
and going home rather well,” 
Haggerty said. “Microwaves 
have helped a lot. But I don’t 
think weil see the real impli- 
cations of the phenomenon for 
many years. I can’t imagine it’s 
easy being small and fending 
for yourself.” 


Red Cross offers courses, 
literature and videos to par- 
ents and children interested in 
making the “home-alone expe- 
rience” a little easier. Subject 
areas include: proper use of 
house keys, important tele- 
phone numbers, answering the 
phone and using it in emergen- 
cies, home rules, coming home 
from school, checking the 
house before entering, answer- 
ing the door, what to do in case 
of fire, fun things to do when 
alone and how to deal with 
strangers. 

Haggerty said social groups, 
like Boy and Girl Scouts, often 
borrow videos for instruc- 
tional classes. So many groups 
ask to borrow material that the 
Red Cross has to schedule well 
in advance. 

“Kids appreciate parents 
taking the time to discuss be- 
ing home alone,” Haggerty ad- 
ded. “And I really don’t think 
they mind being asked to 
watch themselves, it’s just 
when parents are trying to cast 
the kids aside they seem to 
mind. No one likes being put 
aside.”

Voters in the Wayne- 
Westland school district will 
be asked to approve a 6-mill 
increase for three years and a 
Headlee Override April 5. 

In June the current 7.75 
millage will expire and school 
officials are hoping that by 
lowering the current millage 
rate, they can convince voters 
to agree to the needed millage. 
Without the 6 mill approval, of- 
ficials are predicting drastic 
program cuts and reduction of 
staff. 

Board members unani- 
mously approved the upcom 
ing election. Board member 
Fred Warmbier abstained 
from voting for the Headlee 
Override. 

Voters will also be asked to 
approve a Headlee Override. 
Currently the district can levy 
up to 48.4 mills, but due to the 
Headlee Rollback Amend- 
ment, they have been reduced 
to levying 47.1236 mills. Each 
year the state can continue to 
take a portion of the 48.4 mills, 
but approval of the override 
will secure the rate. 

“We need a guarantee that 
the state won’t take any more 
away from us,” said Superin- 
tendent of Schools Larry 
Thomas. 

Board members empha- 
sized the need for voters to ap- 
prove the Headlee Override. 

“We’ll be in deep trouble if 
Headlee doesn’t go through,” 
said School Board President 
Leonard Posey. 

If the new millage rate is ap- 
proved with the override, then 
the district would levy 46.65 
mills for three years, accord- 
ing to Chief Fiscal Officer

store, produced a sawed-off 
shotgun and demanded money.

“We want to reduce the mill- 
age,” Thomas said. “We want to 
continue to offer the educa- 
tional programs we offer and 
improve the educational pro- 
grams and we want to improve 
efficiency.” 

Thomas’ comments con- 
cerning fiscal responsibilty 
were echoed by board member 
Francis “Bud” Winter who 
also called for tightening of 
the belt throughout the dis- 
trict. The two disagreed when 
it came to the method used to 
present the millage to the pub- 
lic. 

Winter demanded there be 
no secrets. 

“I don’t think I can go out 
there without telling the peo- 
ple there will be multi-million 
dollar cutbacks in this district, 
if this millage doesn’t go 
through,” Winter said. 

Thomas wanted to keep the 
focus of the election positive 
and to refrain from presenting 
the hardships that the district 
will encounter if voters don’t 
approve the 6 mills and the 
override. 

“I’ve been through many 
many millage elections in this 
district in the past 40 years,” 
said Winter who retired after 
serving as the Principal at 
Wayne Memorial High School. 
“You have to be realistic and 
above all, you have to be hon- 
est” 

Currently the district has a 
$5 million fund balance which 
could quickly be depleted if 
Gov. John Engler announces 


further cuts to the state educa- 
tion budget. 

“There are still some un- 
known variables,” Liepa said. 
“We’re waiting to see what the 
governor will do.” 

Even if the millage is ap- 
proved, all departments in the 
school district will be closely 
monitored so officials can find 
areas to enforce cutbacks, 
Thomas added. 

Officials in the finance de- 
partment and employee ser- 
vices departments will spend 
the next weeks preparing var- 
ious outcomes which will be 
determined by the election re- 
sults. 

Liepa will prepare three 
versions of the budget for next 
year. Associated Superinten- 
dent of Employee Services Bill 
Taylor will begin preparing 
possible staff reductions if the 
millage doesn’t receive voter 
approval. 

Two years ago, voters failed 
to approve a millage increase 
which left district officials 
with having to reduce pro- 
grams. Students who attend ju- 
nior high school had a five- 
hour day and all athletics were 
on a pay-to-p lay basis and most 
expressive arts programs were 
eliminated at the elementary 
and junior high school levels. 
Students who participated in 
expressive arts at the high 
school level were also forced 
to pay-to-p lay. 

Both high schools also came 
close to losing the accredita- 
tion status from the North Cen- 
tral Accreditation.

Johnson said he had tickets 
to the Tennessee and Arkansas 
balls but was unable to attend. 

When the big moment ar- 
rived, Johnson said he was 
very impressed with President 
Bill Clinton’s inauguration 
speech. 


“I thought it was great,” 
Johnson said. “He reached out 
and touched all the people 
there with his words. The atti 
tude of the people all around 
us was very different. They all 


seemed more positive and 
more friendly.” 

Johnson believes Clinton 
will carry out his goals to at 
tain a national health care sys- 
tem and provide more jobs. 


“It’s time to pull together,” 
Johnson said. “We have to stop 
this division of race. Never be- 
fore have I seen so many peo- 
ple wanting to take back 
America and help each other.”

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Snow job 

Invention replaces shovels, saves achey backs

It has been Julius Toth's un- 
derstanding that if you built a 
better mousetrap, the world 
would beat a path to your door, 
but he found that the adage 
isn’t true. 

The 71-year-old Van Buren 
Township resident built a bet- 
ter implement for snow re- 
moval - a simple, cheap, easy- 
to-use item that can be used 
without pain or strain. How- 
ever, the Sno-Ho has received 
only a ho-hum response. 

“This is driving me nuts. It’s 
like Columbus telling people 
the world is round and no one 
believing him,” said retired 
engineer Julius Toth. “I’ve in- 
vented an affordable and ef- 
fective alternative to snow 
shovels and snow blowers, and 
I can’t get people to take the 
invention seriously. Maybe, it’s 
too simple and too cheap.” 

Toth has tried to interest 
various businesses to market 
his Sno-Ho, but he had limited 


success. The product is avail- 
able at Damman Hardware 
and has been on sale at some 
Meijer and Kmart outlets. Con 
sequently, Toth builds, mar- 
kets, promotes and sells the 
invention himself - at about 
$10 each. 

The inventor has appeared 
on several television shows 
and radio talk programs to 
promote his product. 

“Every time I demonstrate 
the Sno Ho on a television 
show or do a talk show, I get a 
lot of response. In fact, I got a 
letter just addressed to ‘The 
Sno Ho Man in Belleville.’ Who 
else but Santa Claus and I can 
get mail addressed like that,” 
said Toth, displaying a card- 
board box full of letters. 
“Then, after the initial re- 
sponse, the interest dies 
down.” 

The idea for the snow re- 
mover happened on a snowy 
day 10 years ago when Toth’s 
wife sent him on an errand. He 
wasn’t able to find his shovel 
to clear a path, so he grabbed a 


garden rake and started to 
move the snow. 

“I was surprised how well 
the plain rake worked, and I 
started thinking about how the 
rake could be modified to 
work more effectively,” Toth 
said. “In fact, if anyone rather 
make one than buy a Sno Ho, 
he can make his own by attach- 
ing a piece of wood, plastic or 
metal to a rake with screws.” 

Toth’s dedication to promot 
ing the Sno Ho has become a 
personal crusade aimed at re- 
ducing back injuries and heart 
attacks caused by overexertion 
while shoveling snow. Toth 
had expected to find enthusi- 
astic support for his product 
from insurance companies and 
medical associations, but 
many entities have been hesi- 
tant to endorse his product be- 
cause of the liability they 
might take on. 

“The concept of the tool has 
been endorsed by the Ameri- 
can Heart Association, Cardi- 
o 1 o g i s t s and Michigan 
Arthritic Foundation. Obvi- 


ously, it won’t prevent heart at- 
tacks or injuries, but it can 
reduce the chances of them oc- 
curring,” said Toth. “When you 
use a snow shovel to remove 
wet snow, you may lift 10, 20 or 
30 pounds with each shovelful. 
The Sno Ho just pushes or 
pulls the snow, depending how 
you use it.” 

In exhibits, Toth has suc- 
cessfully challenged people 
with shovels and snowblowers 
to clear five inches of snow 
The 71-year-old inventor using 
his converted rake has rou- 
tinely outdone younger men 
and women using a variety of 
equipment. 

“It’s best on wet snow under 
six inches, but even a snow- 
blower has problems with 
more than six inches of snow,” 
said Toth. “If there’s more than 
a half-foot of snow, I use a reg- 
ular rake first and then the 
Sno Ho.” 

Toth should not despair. 
The original patent for the de- 
vice was issued in 1889 - 104 
years ago - and the time may 
not yet be right.

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How should Tiger Stadium be saved? 


Take me out to the ball game, take me out to the park. Buy me 
some peanuts and cracker jacks. 

Tiger Stadium is in a league all its own, according to Detroit 
Free Press reporter Michael Betzold. 

“There is no other stadium in the country like the Tiger Sta- 
dium,” Betzold said. Recently this investigative reporter pre- 
sented the Wayne Chamber of Commerce an update on the ins 
and outs of what’s in store for this ballpark. 

Betzold is the co-author of Queen of Diamonds-The Tiger Sta- 
dium Story . 

“This is an issue everyone has a stake in,” Betzold said. “The 
decision on whether to kill the new stadium or not directly 
affects everyone one of us. 

“It affects us as citizens of this Detroit area and of Michigan. It 
affects us as taxpayers, and it affects us as business people.” 

Betzold wrote Queen about a year ago because he felt it was 
important for people to have the information about what is at 
stake with the Tiger Stadium decision. 

“It is a decision the public will have to make, not just the 
owner of the team or the mayor of the City of Detroit,” Betzold 
said. 

Queen presents the history of Tiger Stadium, and it addresses 
the issue of whether or not Tiger Stadium should be saved. 

“What I want to address to you today are four questions: Could 
Tiger Stadium be saved?, Can Tiger Stadium be saved? Does it 
make sense to save Tiger Stadium? Will Tiger Stadium be 
saved?,” Betzold said. 

When discussing if Tiger Stadium should be saved, Betzold 
said the first thing to look at is the historical value of the ball- 
park. 


‘Tiger Stadium at Michigan and Trumbull is at the oldest 
address in professional sports in America,” Betzold said. “Base- 
ball has been played at Michigan and Trumbull since 1896 when 
the Tigers had a minor league team. 

“Major league baseball has been played there since 1901.” 

More major league games have been played at Michigan and 
Trumbull than anywhere else, according to Betzold. 

“More homeruns have been hit than anywhere else probably 
on the face of this earth,” Betzold said. “For a century it has 
been a common ground for everyone who calls themselves a 
Detroiter no matter where they live.” 

Tiger Stadium actually dates back to 1912, according to Be- 
tzold. 

“The park that was at Michigan and Trumbull from 1896 to 
1911 was called Bennett Park, and it was an old wooden struc- 
ture,” Betzold said. “Home plate faced in the wrong direction. It 
was in what is now the right field corner.

“After the 1911 season, the 
owner of the Tigers, Frank Na- 
vin, decided that Detroit 
needed a bigger and better 
ballpark, and he tore down Be- 
nnett field.” 

With his own money, Navin 
built Navin Field. In fact, if 
you go to Tiger Stadium today 


and sit in the lower deck bet- 
ween first and third base, you 
will be in the original 80-year- 
old structure of Navin Field, 
according Betzold. 

“Navin Field was dedicated 
on April 20, 1912,” Betzold 
said. 

Tiger Stadium is listed on 
4 the National Register of His- 
toric Places because of the his- 
tory. 

“It has also been named for 


two years in a row to the very 
prestigious list by the National 
Trust for Historic Preservation 
which puts out a list annually 
of the 10 or 11 most important 
endangered places in the U.S.” 

Should Tiger Stadium be 
saved? 

“Renovating Tiger Stadium 
is much cheaper than replac- 
ing it,” Betzold said. “There 
are two plans for renovation 
that have been put forward. 


One is called the Cochrane 
Plan that was put forward by 
the Tiger Stadium Fan Club, a 
group that has been fighting 
the preservation battle for the 
last 5 1/2 years.” 

The Cochrane Plan would 
remove many of the stadium’s 
posts, modernized the rest- 
rooms and concession areas 
and build new team facilities 
and situate luxury suites on 
the third deck for a cost of $25 
million, according to Betzold. 


“This is compared to the 
cost of a new stadium which is 
at $200 or more million dol- 
lars/’ Betzold said. “‘The 
Birkerts-O’Neal plan would re- 
move all the posts at Tiger Sta- 
dium and include all the 
modernizations for some- 
where around $70 million.” 

The Cochrane Plan would 
not require any public fund- 
ing. It could be self financed 
through the sale of luxury 
suites, according to Betzold. 


“Renovation is both feasible 
and highly affordable,” Be- 
tzold said. “Tiger Stadium in 
my opinion can be saved and it 
should be saved.” 

Betzold is the author of the 
weekly baseball column Tiger 
Town. He co-authored the book 
End of the Line: Autoworkers 
and the American Dream. 

Queen of Diamonds has been 
nominated for Spitball Maga- 
zine's Casey Award as the best 
baseball book for 1992.

Celebration continues in Wayne

Testing driving cars, you get 
used to people oggling and tou- 
ching the $40,000 plus Euro- 
pean and Japanese models as 
if the sheet metal were mink. 
But it's refreshing as spring 
rain to get “thumbs up” tooling 
along the highway in a Flint 
designed and manufactured 
Buick - priced at roughly half 
the price. 

The 1993 Regal, or the 
$22,800 four-door Gran Sport 
sedan tested, is a significant 
car in the Buick line-up for a 
variety of considerations. 

Reason No. 1: Regal’s roomy 
and cushy leather (optional) 
interior is neatly packaged in a 
coefficient (sleek) sheet metal 
body (standard) featuring the 
new integrated hood, grille 
and headlamps up front and 
the blunt wraparound with 
big, bold taillights in back. 

Interior road noise is mini- 
mal, doors “chunk” closed and 
body engineering is tight, 
although the right rear door 
was slightly off flush and the 
trunk lid feels tinny when 
slammed shut. 

Reason No. 2: The 3800 V-6 
is plenty strong and gets rea- 
sonable mileage at 19 city and 
28 highway. Coupled with the 
new Hydra-matic 4T60-E elec- 
tronic transmission (trans- 
axle), the 3800 provides 
surprisingly smooth, even 
acceleration through each 
gear and offers none of the 
head jerkiness associated with 
past General Motors transmis- 
sions. Torque has been 
ramped up slightly to 225 lb-ft 


Inside, Regal is 
remarkably well laid 
our . All Re gals are 
equipped with “next 
generation M seating - 
orthopedically 
contoured - to provide 
and extremely 
comfortable (plently 
wide) spot to rest your 
upper legs. 


and horsepower is strong at 
170. In other words, when you 
stomp on it, Regal goes. 

Reason No. 3: Inside, Regal 
isTemarkably well laid out. All 
Regals are equipped with 
“next generation” seating- 
orthopedically contoured-to 
provide an extremely comfort- 
able (plenty wide) spot to rest 
your upper legs. The nose of 
the seat cushion, according to 
Buick promotionalists, has 
been “rounded to relieve pres- 
sure on the backs of the legs of 
shorter drivers, while the 
backrest has been reshaped to 
provide better back support.” 
Whatever, the seats feel nice 
and comfy, plus backseat 
space provides ample room for 
three American-sized adults. 

The unusually designed 
dash sports analog gauges and 
the standard panic light read- 
out, all of which are fairly easy 
to read if the steering wheel is 


at the right angle. Additional 
radio dials (six) are mounted 
on the wheel for driving ease, 
although this is kind of an 
overkill. And interior storage 


Reason No. 4: Regal is 
mounted on 15-inch tires this 
year in favor of the 14-inchers 
in 1992. Ride is firm and 
smooth with MaePherson 
struts**#hH A TTan$verse leaf 


springs in the rear. Tight high- 
way ramps are a breeze and 
quick stops are aided by 
optional anti-lock brakes, 
although it must be noted front 
brakes squeaked slightly with 


only 4,000 miles. 

Overall, Regal is a sharp 
vehicle with ample power and 
a wonderful ride. Get used to 
road companions oggling your 
David Dunbar, folks!
